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Gravity surveys were done by Watkins, J. S. (1964) and by
Staub, W. P. and Johnson, V. C. in 1972. Observed gravity
values were corrected to mean sea level by using a density of
267 gm/cm3. The theoretical gravity on the reference
ellipsoid (International Gravity Formula 1930) was subtracted
from the corrected observed gravity to obtain the Bouguer
gravity at each data point. Terrain and curvature corrections
were not included.
